Alumni  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  In' 
dustrial  Art  do  well  to  honor  the  memory  of  John  D.  Mcllhenny, 
late  President  of  the  institution,  whose  great  experience  and 
good  taste,  whose  unremitting  labors  and  queit  benefactions 
in  behalf  of  the  school  and  museum,  its  students  and  alumni 
have  reacted  to  the  benefit  of  all. 

Despite  his  modesty  and  self  effacement,  Mr.  Mcllhenny 
was  known  the  world  over  as  a  generous  patron  of  the  arts  and 
a  connoisseur  of  note.  He  was  most  actively  interested  in  the 
development  and  expansion  of  the  school  and  museum  of  which 
he  was  the  head. 

"His  work  in  this  city  has  never  been  properly  appreciated," 
commented  the  Secretary  of  the  School,  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
"He  is  in  fact,  known  far  better  in  other  cities,  and  even  in 
Europe,  where  you  will  scarcely  find  an  Art  Organisation,  or 
an  art  enthusiast  who  has  not  heard  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art.'" 

John  D.  Mcllhenny 's  influence  as  president  was  far-reach' 
ing.  Not  satisfied  with  making  a  name  for  himself  as  connoisseur 
of  paintings  and  patron  of  art,  he  wanted  good  taste  and  sound 
principles  of  design  not  merely  to  raise  the  standards  of  public 
display  but  to  count  for  the  domestic  environment  and  make  the 
average  home  a  more  attractive  place.  Mr.  Mcllhenny  never 
gave  heraldry  to  his  benefactions,  but  he  considered  the  dis' 
posal  of  his  means  in  the  light  of  a  conscientious  stewardship. 
It  was  like  his  unostentatious  kindliness  to  devise  a  part  of  his 
acquired  wealth  for  disabled  teachers  in  the  service  of  his  native 
State  of  Georgia.  His  heart  and  hand  were  ever  on  the  side 
of  a  righteous  cause,  and  those  whose  purpose  was  genuinely 
altruistic  could  always  depend  upon  his  self-effacing  further' 
ance. 

Since  Mr.  Mcllhenny  assumed  the  presidency  both  School 
and  Museum  have  improved  signally.  The  Museum  in  parti' 
cular  has  been  almost  completely  rearranged,  old  methods  of 
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display  giving  place  to  new  and  the  most  important  of  all  Mr. 
Mcllhenny's  innovations  has  been  the  securing  of  a  new 
Director  of  the  Museum. 

Mr.  Mcllhenny  constantly  kept  in  mind  and  impressed 
upon  the  School  authorities,  the  specific  character  of  the  in' 
stitution  as  fostering  Industrial  Art,  thus  trying  to  check  the 
constant  tendency  to  wander  into  other  fields. 

Mr.  Mcllhenny 's  interest  has  extended  to  the  personnel  of 
the  School.  Many  students  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of 
scholarships  at  the  School  as  a  result  of  his  private  benefac' 
tions.  Only  last  year  he  led  a  movement  among  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  himself  contributed  liberally  for  a  fund  that  en' 
abled  a  number  of  teachers  of  the  School  to  go  to  Europe,  visit 
the  International  Exhibition  of  Decorative  Art  and  many  other 
places  of  interest,  and  thus  broaden  their  scope  of  knowledge 
and  secure  fresh  inspiration  for  their  work. 

When  his  last  will  was  read  in  addition  to  large  gifts  and 
bequests  to  the  Museum,  he  had  in  mind  the  future  of  the 
School  and  Museum  when  he  provided  a  fund  for  future  visits 
to  Europe  by  members  of  the  staff  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

In  his  death,  the  members  of  the  alumni  lost  a  true  friend 
and  a  valuable  officer.  His  ideals  and  his  works  will  ever  re' 
main  green  in  their  hearts. 


OUR  HEW  PRESIDENT 

Mr.  Eli  Kirk  Price  who  succeeds  the  late  John  D.  Mcll' 
henny  as  President  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of 
Industrial  Art  has  been  identified  with  the  School  for  many 
years  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Instruction  for  a  decade. 

Mr.  Price  follows  close  in  the  footsteps  of  his  illustrious 
Grandfather  in  his  identity  with  worthy  civic  interests.  It  is 
not  generally  known  that  within  the  year  he  received  the  medal 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  for  outstanding  serv- 
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ices  in  the  advancement  of  architecture  in  the  city,  city  plan' 
ning  and  kindred  services.  His  untiring  interest  and  devotion 
to  the  Industrial  Arts  as  well  as  to  the  Fine  Arts  and  his 
generous  and  unsparing  service  as  a  citizen  make  him  a  force 
in  the  community  that  is  hard  to  estimate. 

His  activities  include  the  Vice-Presidency  of  the  Fairmount 
Park  Commission,  President  of  the  City  Parks  Association,  a 
member  of  the  Art  Jury,  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  and  long  an 
active  member  of  the  Fairmount  Park  Art  Association. 


OUR  HEW  PRINCIPAL 

The  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art 
is  indeed  fortunate  in  securing  Mr.  Edmondson  Hussey  as  Prin- 
cipal of  the  School  to  succeed  Mr.  Huger  Elliott. 

Already  known  as  an  educator  in  art  subjects,  and  especi- 
ally of  late  years  in  his  training  of  art  teachers,  Mr.  Hussey  is 
fitted  to  carry  on  the  splendid  work  of  the  School.  One  may 
look  to  him  to  develop  and  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  School's 
usefulness;  for  not  only  does  he  bring  to  this  work  a  knowledge 
of  art  education  in  all  its  branches  but  his  deep  understanding  of 
youth  heightens  his  creative  power  to  mould  youth.  Visioning 
the  future  as  he  works  he  is  ever  sensitive  to  present  day  de- 
mands. 

Mr.  Hussey  has  during  this  past  Winter  as  Acting-Prin- 
cipal done  much  to  increase  the  well-deserved  reputation  of 
the  School. 

With  clear-sighted  vision  he  is  not  only  carrying  on,  but 
developing  and  making  daily  more  vital  this  School  of  Indus- 
trial Art,  infusing  it  with  an  artistic  virility  that  will  make  it 
a  dominant  force  in  the  artistic  life  of  Philadelphia. 


EXHIBITIONS  AND  LECTURES 
Various  Alumni,  Faculty  members,  and  friends  of  the 
School  have  been  represented  in  a  series  of  exhibitions  held  in 
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the  School,  during  the  year.  These  include:  Paintings  by 
Luigi  Spizzairi;  Illustrations  by  Henry  Pitz;  Wood 'blocks  and 
Etchings  by  Herbert  Pullinger;  Water  Colors  by  John  J.  Dull; 
European  Photographs  by  J.  Frank  Copeland;  Architectural 
Drawings  by  Wilson  Eyre;  Advertising  Drawings  and  Posters, 
secured  through  H.  D.  Ware;  Illustrations  and  Covers  by  Jessie 
Wilcox  Smith,  and  Rubbings  of  Gothic  Memorial  Brasses,  shown 
through  the  courtesy  of  Miss  Bertha  Bates. 

Miss  Smith  kindly  presented  to  the  School,  one  of  her 
pictures,  chosen  by  the  vote  of  the  students. 

Mr.  Copeland's  photos  were  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Charles  T.  Scott  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund.  The  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  was  realized. 

There  has  been  a  Pottery  Exhibit  by  Edmund  de  Forrest 
Curtis,  and  sculpture  by  Miss  Eyre  and  Louis  Milione. 

Also  an  Exhibition  of  Japanese  Prints,  most  of  them 
loaned  by  members  of  the  faculty. 

At  the  Museum  exhibitions  there  have  been  shown  Wind' 
sor  Chairs,  and  Painted  Pennsylvania  German  Chests,  Hun' 
garian  Prints,  Modern  Etchings,  and  recent  accessions  in  Chinese 
Art. 

The  most  noteworthy  exhibition  at  the  Museum  was  that 
of  the  collection  of  the  late  John  D.  Mcllhenny.  Most  of  the 
objects  shown  in  this  exhibition  will  eventually  be  the  property 
of  the  Museum. 


The  students  and  members  of  the  corporation  have  enjoyed 
special  lectures  at  the  School  and  at  the  Museum.  Those  at 
School  being  two  by  the  noted  English  authority  on  furniture, 
Herbert  Cescinsky,  who  spoke  on  Thomas  Chippendale  in  Eng- 
land and  Chippendale  furniture  in  America;  and  one  by  Mr. 
Copeland  on  the  International  Exposition  of  Decorative  Arts 
in  Paris.  These  lectures  were  illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  and 
were  found  very  interesting  by  those  who  attended.  Mr.  Fiske 
Kimball,  the  new  Director  of  the  Museum  spoke  there  on  the 
value  of  the  Museum  in  relation  to  the  art  school. 
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Last  year,  too  late  for  publication  in  the  May  number 
of  the  News  Letter,  there  occurred  a  lecture  on  Arms  and  Armor 
by  Mr.  Thomas  F.  Hoopes,  Assistant  Curator  of  Armor  in  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art. 

Also  last  year  during  Art  Week,  there  was  held  here  an 
exhibition  of  the  School  Arts  League. 

The  School  Arts  League  of  Philadelphia,  which  is  spon- 
sored  by  the  Philadelphia  Art  Alliance  and  the  Philadelphia 
Art  Teachers  Association,  is  nearing  the  completion  of  its  third 
year. 

The  splendid  work  of  these  young  people  from  the  Art 
Clubs  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  is  convincing 
proof  that  the  School  Art  League  is  a  great  success. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  conducted  by  these  young 
people  are  full  of  interest  to  them  and  also  to  the  sponsors  and 
visitors  who  are  most  cordially  welcomed. 

The  sketching  contests,  which  are  held  at  the  Museums  and 
the  Zoo,  display  a  healthy  spirit  of  rivalry  and  a  sympathetic 
interest. 

The  large  Saturday  morning  classes  at  the  Graphic  Sketch 
Club,  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Fleisher, 
attest  the  zeal  and  sincerity  of  these  boys  and  girls,  many  of 
whom  make  sacrifices  for  this  opportunity  to  study. 


Preparations  for  the  performance  of  the  "Globe  Trotters" 
— a  revue  to  be  given  at  the  Academy  of  Music,  May  12  th, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art — have 
assumed  definite  shape  and  promise  a  gala  evening  for  everyone. 

The  Marmeins  are  doing  a  series  of  Drama  Dances  and  the 
members  of  the  Plays  and  Players  are  taking  the  speaking  parts. 
A  large  group  of  society  girls,  who  participated  in  the  recent 
"Why  Not"  production  will  have  a  part  in  the  performance,  as 
well  as  a  group  of  sub-debs. 

Mr.  Wallis  Greenough  will  direct.  The  book  is  by  Horace 
Howard  Furness  Jayne,  Curator  of  Oriental  Art  at  the  Perm- 
sylvania  Museum. 
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There  will  also  be  a  ballet  of  Russian  and  Chinese  dancers

and  dancing  in  the  Foyer  of  the  Academy  immediately  follow' 
ing  the  performance. 

Mr.  Samuel  Yellin,  a  member  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
was  awarded  the  Bok  Prize  for  the  year  1925.  Mr.  Yellin 
has  received  many  other  citations  for  his  artistic  work  in  iron. 
He  ascribes  much  of  his  success  to  the  excellent  instruction  re' 
ceived  at  this  school,  under  the  tutelage  of  the  members  of  the 
faculty,  and  he  especially  comments  on  the  fine  instruction  he 
received  from  the  late  Charles  T.  Scott.  To  view  the  work 
at  the  studio  is  an  inspiration  for  anyone  who  would  like  to 
see  the  artistic  possibilities  of  craftsmanship  in  iron.  We  may 
hope  that  his  ideal,  a  school  for  craftsmen,  may  materialize, 
as  has  his  artistic  ability.
